It is the opinion of 
these investigators, based 
on documentation in their 
flies, that there exists a 
large .network of subver¬ 
sive persons, organiza¬ 
tions, publications, etc. in 
the ranks of the anti¬ 
communist movem e n t. 
This file is composed of 
the names of some 85 or¬ 
ganizations, Individuals, 


publications, w'rlters, that 
their research shows to be 
definitely subve r s i v e. 
Some of the biggest 
names in the anti-com¬ 
munist movement are in 
this file. 

Mr. Gardner organized 
the organization called 
“Christian Scientists to 
Combat Communism in 
the Christian Scien c e 
Movement.” This organi¬ 
zation is no longer active. 


munlst movement with 
the reputation in the past 
or the present for being 
anti-communist investi¬ 
gators, but their research 
shows these persons to be 
double agents. 

Mr. Gardner feels this 
is a very serious matter 
and should be brought to 
the attention of the 
American public.
